.Seattle papi.'is announcing that Frank 
Hangs had |iui in a claim at .N'anainio 
as owner u| ih.e sli.up load of cunlrahand 
whiski'y loiinii in the lliilf last week by 
some Indians, and the fai.d that it was 
known that ihe .-.aid l''raiik l!an.u;.s hailed 
from .Seattle, led lu .some eiujuiries be- 
ing iiiaile, ami it w;is ascertained that 
Hangs was engaged in taking the 
whiskey to Alaska, when his sloop was 
capsi/ed ill the linlf, and Isjlli vessel 
and cargo hail lo he abandoned liy the 
owner. The .Seattle Times says : 

I'or several wi'oks a small sloop ol 
fiuir and one-half tons liurdcn was in 
process of const niclion near the W hile 
house at the end of the Front street 
eahle line. Mr Hangs lived at the 
White house, ami the association of his 
name with the slo.>p was Ltil natural, as 
he is consideralile of a mariner. 'I'he 
sloop was a neat ati'air, having but one 
mast and jiU. To look at Iter it did not 
appear that she could possibly he in- 
tended for a siniiggler. About tliree 
weeks ago the craft was tinislied and 
ready for sea, and just two weeks ago 
yestci'day she set sail on her tirut, and 
what has also proven u most dIsaBtioiis 
voyage. 

Wlieu the jolly little craft sailed out 
of Seattle harbor, she was but lightly 
prov-isioued, and her hold contained 
nothuig whatever of a contraliand na- 
ture. Aboard her were Frank Bangs, 
an old iiiuu iiiiined Oeorge Barnes, ami 
another young man named Robertdon, 
who has siiicit returned to ,Suattlo, ah- 
liorring, perliaps, the very sight of all 
craft, especially those of u smuggling 
liuild. 

When the sloop with its jolly crew 
aboard rpuclicd Lope/ Island, she an 
chored in a convenient harhor, and — 
was it chance ?— a valuable cargo up 
peiired right at hand. 

When the sloop was again ready foi 
sea and her prow headed northward, 
her hidd «as siingly stored with "iOS 
gallons 111 the licst whiskey that ever 
went north. .So all vs'as luerr^)' aboard 
that little crafl for several days and 
nights. When sailing along one dark 
night Ihrmigli the ( leorgiaii gulf, not fur 
from Xanaiiuu, a siiuall overtook them 
ainl capsized the little sloop in a twink- 
ling. They were a long way from shore, 
and it was a case of life or ilealli* with, 
death's chaucjes about nine out of ten. 
It was with the greiitest elforts tliat the 
three .saihu.s righted the little dingy 
they haii on hoard, si;.s>pcd the watei 
out and managed lo clinih in. Then 
they started for the Hhore, leaving their 
capsized sloop and cargo tu the mercy 
of the cruel waves. Luck was with 
them and llioy reached the shore, which 
was two miles away when thoy capsized. 
I'hey found their way to .Naiiaiiuo and 
Rohertsoii .itruek out fo'- .Se.ttlle. 

Bangs and HarnesstayedUosee if they 
could find their sluup. 'file Indians, 
howevin-, got ahead (d ihciii ami the day 
hiUowing the night of iln: capsizing 
they found the npHirned sloop and 
towed it ushori . Tliey hailed her out. 
righted her and then loweil the alooji 
and whiskey to Nauaiino and turned 
them over to the olliccrs. Bungs and 
llarneH sol up a claim to it and tliey are 
now hold tu answer to a charge of smug- 
glbig. 

There is no doubt but that Ban<'s was 
on his way to Alaska, and that the li- 
ipior was rosliippcd to Lopez Island to 
prevent too much iiiipertineuce or pry 
ing on the (Mirt of customs udiciuls. 
There are only about a dozen 
salooiiH in Alioikii, at .Sitka 
and .Itineuu, and the government 
forbids the iiiiportatioii of litiuur, 
though after the dealer gels It once ill 
his place it is nut taken away from him.

Ho was linally lei go and came 
hack to Seattle where ho has since 
mostly residori, A year iigo ho nud two 
others loft Scuttle in the sloop Advou- 
tui-or for Aliibka*6ii <a trading niisslnn, 
but he soon bfter - returned. His two 
companions nevop rotiirnod, hiiWngbeen

('^apl. \V. .Sampaou, of the United 
■StJiles navy, liHK written a paper lo 
show what is necessn ry lo put the coast 
and harbors of till! United States in a 
(^ood state of defence, Tho great .sea- 
porlH of tliat country, as every one 
knows, are as againsi modern ships and 
modiiin ariiUery, defeiicck-.-^s. 'I'liey 
need both fortiticalions and ships to 
sitvu thciu from destruotiou In oiisii of 
wnr with a first class uaysl power. 
C'apt. Sampson discusses the probabil- 
ity of their being bombarded, and 'the 
conclusii liB comes to \» that according 
to the n .iK of iiioilei u warfare the bom- 
bardmeiil of even unfortified seaports is 
allowable. The only way to escape 
boiiibardiiieiit would be to pay a ransom 
in money. Whiit would New York, or 
Hoslon, or lialtiuiore, or Snn Kraiiciseo 
liavo to ]):iy to oHcupe boiii),' laid in ruins 
uiid having biiNiiiossatauoniplute btiind' 
btjll for perhaps six months ? The niif 



chief which a few armored ships could 
do to thcso cities in their preaent unfor- 
tiiicd state is almost incalculable. Tho 
sum it would take to fortify them would 
be a trifle in comparison with the loss 
tli.-jy would BUBtaiii if war F.hould break 
out. 

The sum wliicli Capt. Sampson 
calculatfiH is neccs.sary to put them in a 
good state of defence is somewhere 
abbut one hundred and twenty millions 
of dollars. This expenditure' would 
also involve a huge annual outlay to 
keep the fortiticaf ions and shiiia in jiro- 
per condition, ami to provide them with 
garrisons and crews. Tho 'Miips- lie 
speaks of »re not. ordinary men of Wur 
but.«hip.Bi.of a peculiar, construction fit 
only for the defence of harbors and the 
const near them. They would bo alto- 
gether indepuiident of what is ordinarily 
considered the " Navy." To man tho 
licet of coast defence vessels, including 
Lorpedo boats, would require 13,400 
men. Tho harbors nnd coast which 
would be defended under C^apt. .Samp- 
son's scheme would be: From Eaalport, 
Me.j to Portsmouth, Massachusetts Hay, 
Buzzards Bay, Narragansett Bay, and 
Long Island Sound) New York' Harbor, 
and adjacent waters. Delaware Bay, 
Chesapeake R;iy, Mobile Bay, Now 
l Irleans, Oalvcslon, .San Francisco, and 
I'ligct .Sound. Ue estimates that it will 
t.iko §14, (XX), 01)0 lo pi-ovide proper 
diifcncos for San Francisco, and that 
I'uget Sound-could not be made safe for 
loss than $8,500,000. 

Capt. Sampson looks upon tho quoa- 
lion of coast defences for the United 
.Slates a.s a " burning " one. He says — 
"The time is not far distant when we 
must I'olinquish some of our rccont 
applications of tho Monroe doctrine, or 
111! pre]>ared to defend them with our 
guns." ^ 

.1 DIPLOMATIC UTTERANCE. 

()ur reader.s have no doulil oli.served 
I liat in the telegram from Washington 
the United States authorities are rep- 
ii'scntcd as exercising jurisdiction in 
l'.i!liring's .Sea for no othi'i- pnrposi' than 
111 savo the fur seal.s from des! vuction. 
This is, ai!C<n(ling to the telegram, dom 
.IS inucb in the interest ot foreign na- 
tions as in that of the Uniteil .States. 
Tlie claim to territorial Jurisdiction is 
not insisted upon. No attempt is made 
to show that tho United Ststes have a 
I i'.^lit to drive foreign ships out of that 
~ii;i no matter for wh:it purpose they are 
iliere. It is not said that it is a "mare 
. lausum" and ships found in it ai'u us 
much under the laws of the United 
.States as they are in New York harbor 
or Chesapeake l>;iy. It is singular to 
Ml!
